High Interest Rates 


Tee unreasonable and debt-perpetuating interest rates 
prevailing in Western Canada, on both public and private 
obligations, are nothing short of a public scandal. 


And the finance department of the Dominion Govern- 
ment is responsible for this shameful state of affairs. 


Under the leadership of the Right Honorable W. L. 
Mackenzie King, the Liberal Party won its greatest victory 
on the pledge to “‘make money your servant and not your 
master.” The Tory Party was wiped out because of its 
discredited “sound money”’ policy. 


The Bank of Canada was made a publicly-owned bank 
as a first step in a new policy in accord with election 
pledges. High hopes were entertained by overtaxed and 
debt-burdened farmers as well as by citizens generally. 


The Hon. Charles Dunning resigned as minister of 
finance and the Hon. J. L. Ilsley took his place. A bright, 
likeable young lawyer from a small town in Nova Scotia, 
Mr. Ilsley was expected to reorganize his department and 
put the new policy of man before money into effect. 


What happened? 


Mr. Ilsley retained the old “sound money” staff 
appginted by Mr. Bennett. He refused to use The Bank of 
Canada to finance the requirements of the Dominion

“uncontrolled inflation.” 


Of course, this excuse is a deliberate falsehood. 
Equally false was his further statement that he could not 
control the ten chartered banks. For since when did 
Canada’s Parliament and Canada’s Cabinet not enjoy full 
authority to run this country? 


Mr. Graham Towers announced a few days ago that 
The Bank of Canada discount rate was now 11% percent 
instead of 214 percent—a reduction of 40 per cent. 


That statement means that ALL interest rates in 
Canada MUST come down. It means just that-or it is‘sheer 
nonsense. 


If interest rates in Western Canada are cut in half, 
roughly, it would only bring our interest rates in line with 
those of the United States.

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Barring the Japanese 


Toronto civic authorities have protest- 
ed against the influx into their city of Jap- 
anese from British Columbia. 

It is said that definite action will be 
taken to prevent them from settling in the 
eastern city. 

Alberta, on the borders of British 
Columbia, is in a good deal more danger 
from the invasion of Japanese settlers than 
Toronto. 

Is Alberta, the most seriously threaten- 
ed area in this regard, to be the last place 
in Canada to protect itself from an influx 
of Japanese? 


No Job 


The news wires carried the story yes- 
terday of a Canadian officer, who was sec- 
ond in command of a regiment in England 
and a veteran of Dieppe, taking a military 
position with the American army in De- 
troit because there was no available job for 
him in Canada. 

This officer was invalided home from 
England and had retired from the Canad- 
ian forces. But there was nothing for him 
in this country. He had to leave Canada to 
find a job of work. 

Now there is a very great danger in 
making a categorical protest over a single 
instance, It is freely admitted that a dram- 
atic and publicized case like this one might 
not be duplicated in a year. 

For that reason, this comment is very 
definitely not by way of criticism but by 
way of enquiry. And the query is this: 

Is every possible effort being made to 
utilize the services in Canada of such 
splendid men as this who are incapacitated 
for active service but have the experience 
and training that make them invaluable in 
less cnerous jobs? 

It would be ridiculous to suggest that 
there is or ever will be any considerable 
exodus of such men into the United States. 
What the public wants to know is merely 
this; is every effort being made so that 
there need be no such exodus at all?

The Routes Are Open 


As was to be supposed, improvements 
made by United States forces on the north- 
western air routes in Canada, are to be paid 
for and taken over by the Dominion. The 
cost is placed at $56 millions, a not incon- 
sequential Canadian contribution to the ex- 
pense of putting the continent in position 
for defence against the danger—now wan- 
ing, but once very real—of a Japanese in- 
vasion, 

But this outlay cannot all be charged 
to war account. The air fields, radio and 
other facilities, will be available for peace- 
time use after the war; in promoting trade 
and development throughout the north and 
in accommodating trans-Pacific flying 
when the northern air route to Asia is put 
under operation. 

A good deal of this expenditure, per- 

haps all of it, would have been eventually 
necessary if the war had not wccurred. 
With the facilities now in exist.nce, post- 
war activity in the northland can proceed 
as soon as the fighting ends, and a trans- 
Pacific service started as soon as condi- 
tions appear to justify. 
_ The money will not therefore be wasted 
in the prosaic economic sense, but invested 
in means for stimulating wealth production 
in the northern area and air travel and 
trade with Russia, China—and perhaps 
even Japan.

Maybe We'll Eat More 


_ Suspension of meat rationing has elim- 
inated for a time one of the mild incon- 
veniences which in Canada pass for the 
hardships of wartime. 

That this will make very much differ- 
ence to the average consumer, except that 
he or she need not take along a ration 
book when heading for the butcher shop, 
18 uncertain, Canadians have not been 
meat-starved under the coupon system. 
Our weekly allowances have been super- 
generous compared with those in Britain, 
and far larger than those of our neighbors 
in the United States. 

It is doubtful if the ration restrictions 
have been lifted in expectation that con- 
Suinption will expand in any marked de- 
gree. A sufficient reason for lifting them 
is that restrictions are obviously without 
point now, because of the huge accumula- 
tions of meat in Canada and the lack of 
cargo space to move the surplus to Britain 
—where it is needed. Rationing in these 
conditions degenerated into nothing more 
than a nuisance, 

_ if there should now be a substantia! 
increase in consumption, this will show 
that rationing played an effective part in 
piling up this surplus meat and the limita- 
tions will be again imposed, and should 
be, whenever the shipping situation im- 
proves. Even those who eat more meat be- 
cause the restrants have been taken oft 
will hope that ships may quickly become 
available to carry the huge stocks where 
they are really required. If that means a 
return to rationing in Canada, so be it.

They See It Coming

The invaders 
have seized the Gilberts, the Marshalls, the 
Carolines, and now the Admiralty group, 
without the Japanese battle-fleet and main 
air force appearing on the scene. 

These forces are apparently being held 
in the home area, for a final show-down 
fight when Japan proper is threatened. 
When this threat will be made, Admiral 
Nimitz is not telling anybody. It may be 
delayed until the isolated Japanese garri- 
sons in the southern and eastern islands 
have perished or surrendered and until the 
Allied forces have swept through Burma 
to reinforce the Chinese, But Tokyo 
admits, directly and via Berlin, that it is 
now on the defensive, which very evidently 
is the case. 

It’s a long way now from Pearl harbor 
days, the days of the sweeping island of- 
fensive, and the boasting of Yamamoto that 
he would dictate peace terms in Washing- 
ton.

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Government’s Job Is to 
Build a Society, Not 
Make Money

In a recent speech Adolph Berle, 
of the state department, is quoted 
as saying that by 1970 the popula- 
tion of the United States will have 


become stabilized at 135,000,000; 
that of Great Britain have declined 
from 46,000,000 to 42,000,000, and 


other European countries in pro- 
portion; while the 
population of the 
Soviet Union will 
have risen from 
175 to 222,000,000 
—“and will stead- 
ily and continu- 
ally increase for a 
long time.” 

“Thus,” con- 
cludes the re- 
porter, “while the Dorothy 
United States is Thompson 
standing practically still and West- 
ern Europe is hitting the skids, the 
Soviet will be building up a popu- 
lation eventually out-numbering the 
whole of Western Eurorpe—and 
will keep on going.” 


Dangerous 

Although the statistical abstract 
of the United States predicts by 
1970 a population of 151,000,000, the 
commentator who transmitted Mr. 
Berle’s remarks, accepted them 
without question. 

Mr. Berle regarded the trend as 
dangerous. But what causes the ex- 
pansion and decline of populations? 
Why should one assume that ours 
is reaching its limits? 

Between 1790 and 1920 our popu- 
lation increased twenty-six times 
over. In the generation between 
1860 and 1890 it doubled, and 
showed a sixty per cent. increase 
in the next, after which it began 
to flatten out. This was due largely 


to rise and fall of immigration from | 


Europe. But the American increase | 
was not accompanied by a Euro- 
pean decrease. On the contrary, 
the population of Europe also grew. 


Common Factor

It is therefore clear that a com- | 
mon factor was operating in the 
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Decline and Growth o 


whole of western civilization, The 
industrial revolution, had created 
new instruments of production, and 
new opportunities for life. Then, 
with the twentieth century, oppor- 
tunity and confidence began to 
wane—and also population. 

America was populated by the at- 
traction first of free land, later of 
plentiful opportunities for labor. 
but in the twentieth century men 
have become liabilities, not assets. 
Even in under-populated countries 
such as Brazil or Australia, immi- 
gration has been restricted. 

Certainly the decline of popula- 
tion is not due to a decline of 
wealth or productive forces. The 
machine and the dawning chemical 
age promise not exhaustion but ac- 
celeration of the one, and substitu- 
tions for the other. If certain raw 
materials like oil are being used 
up, in our country, physicists and 
chemists foresee new energies with 
which to turn wheels. 

Modern agriculture has made 
land more, not less productive. The 
rapid growth of western population 
has occurred, furthermore, in the 
industrialized areas. Now it halts, 
not because there is not enough for 
more people, but because more can 
be produced by fewer people. Pro- 
duction is not allowed its fullest 
expansion; scarcities are artificially 
produced; and mankind, instead of 
expanding to meet the possibilities 
commits race suicide. 


Alaska 

The State of Alaska has been ad- 
judged capable of supporting twen- 
ty-five million people. Actually, it 
has 72,000. Texas, which is larger 
than Greater Germany, has six and 
a half million people, while Greater 
Germany has eighty million. Cali- 
fornia, which is considerably larger 


than Italy, has seven millions to 
Italy’s forty-five. To say that this 


at a high standard of living, is only 
to admit that we do not yet know 
how fully to employ men’ and ma- 
terials. To predict an almost un- 
limited expansion of the Soviet 
Union is to presume that it does, 
But the Soviet economy presumes 
production for total use and em-| 
ployment; our economy is devoted 
to only such production as _ will 


return cost plus profit. It has 
returned sich profits that the sav- 
ings from them have periodically 
been too vast to be again profitably 
re-employed. 


Families 

The fact affects the growth of 
families and contributes to degen- 
eration and decline. In the United 
States the greatest increase in the 
birth rate comes from the most 
impoverished and backward areas, 
Here, as in India, it is not oppor- 
tunity that breeds big families but 
lethargy. Big families are produc- 
ed by responsible parents only in 
communities where there is free- 
dom from fear—the chief fear be- 


ing of unemployment and destitu- 


tion. 
The lack of confidence in an ex- 
panding future stimulates love of 


luxury. “Let us eat and be merry, | 


for tomorrow we die”’—as a race. 
American girls scorn domestic ser- 
vice. As a result, the mother with 
four children on a modest income 
belongs to the most overworked 
and exploited class in the United 
States. The trained servant is too 
costly; the old-fashioned “hired 
girl,” the “mother’s helper,’ has 
disappeared, and no body of august 
legislators has given thought to 
how she can be substituted or re- 
vived. 

Our civilization is not consciously 
devoted to creating a society. It is

sult is sterile wealth, which has 
{not abolished poverty. “Wealth,” in 
Goldsmith's words, “accumulates, 
land men decay.”

Canada Needs a Bill of Rights 


We Have No Safeguards to 
Protect Citizens From) 


Government

The schools of New York State | 
have recently been celebrating 
Bill of Rights Week. No such cele 
bration has ever been held in Can 
ada because Canada has no bill of 
rights, no final safeguards in law 
to protect the citizen from the goy- 
ernment. 

Up to now we have not often felt 
the need of such a safeguard in 
Canada. Our governments gener 
ally hz not sought to infringe 
the basic freedom of the citizen, 
except during war, when such in- 


fringements are accepted as in- 
evitable and are permitted even 
under the United States Bill of 
Rights. 

Occasionally, however, the at- 


tempt to invade a sphere of per- 
sonal liberty which we have al- 
ways considered inviolable has 
been made in this country, notably 
in the Alberta Government's abor- | 
tive interference with the press; 
the Quebec Government's padlock 
law; some parts of Section 98 of 
the Criminal Code which have 
since been repealed because they 
tended to interfere with free 
and the deportation of 
British subjects ‘vithout trial dur- 
ing the depression. 

In all these cases 
have uitimately been 
though sometimes after a _ long 
struggle.

3. Vocational officers are 
proaching the stage where it 
becoming more difficult to find a 
job for a man without previous 
training or experience. At the em- 
ployment peak, it had been easy 
for any man discharged from the 
services to obtain a job. 


Says Health Plan Is 
Mostly “Financial” 


TORONTO, March 2.—(CP)—Dr. 
R. P. Vivian, Ontario health min- 
ister, said last night he believes the 
federal government's new health in- 
surance plan “deals with only part 
of the problem’—that of raising 
money to pay for the program. 

Stressing that his observations 

were based on published reports 
of the revised plan, submitted 
yesterday to the House of Com- 
mons social security committee 
by Pensions Minister Mackenzie, 
Dr. Vivian in an interview said 
the federal government “appears 
to be offering a plan as to how 
money can be raised for a health 
insurance program.” He asserted 
the most difficult part of raising 
the money is left with the pro- 
vinces. 

“Of the money raised, the Domin- 
ion proposes raising a portion of it| 
through graduated income tax. ae| 
remainder is to be raised by indi- 
vidual assessment to be collected 
by the provinces, in a method un- 
disclosed.” 

The province also had to under- 
take administration of the plan and 
its cost “as well as the care of the 
indigent,” said Dr. Vivian.

ANOTHER CHANGE 

Another change in the bill pro-

riding is represented by at least 
one-half of the members to which 
it is entitled. 

(The Edmonton and Calgary 
constituencies are entitled to five 
members each, Under the new 
legislation, there would have to 
be three vacancies in these rid- | 
ings, after the three-year period 
is up, before a by-election could 
be called.)

Accommodation Bureau Receives 
343 Applications During February 


The largest aggregate of appli- % 
cations since September 1943 was 
received by the Edmonton Ac- 
commodation Bureau during the 
month of February, topping Janu- 
ary’s 265 applications for housing 
accommodations, Mrs. Marguerite 
Fielding announced Thursday. 
The 343 applications received in 
February, she said, represented 667 


adults and 197 children and have} 


increased the total number of per- 
sons seeking housing accommoda- 
tion in the city to approximately 
1,500 persons, 

About one third of the February 
applicants, she pointed out, were 
Canadian civilians and the rest 
were mostly Canadian and Ameri- 
can military personnel, and some 
American civilians. 

Mrs. Fielding said that although 
351 persons were placed in per- 
manent accommodation and 150 
transients in February, the need 
greatly exceeds the supply. 

She pointed out there has been 
an increasing number of applica- 
tions from persons whose _ six 
months’ notices to vacate their 
houses will be up next month,

This trouble is often readily re- 
lieved through the application of 
heat to the stiff side, as heat will 
help relax the tightened muscles. 

Another helpful treatment is a 
treatment given by a graduate of 
one of the manipulative schools 
and sometimes only one of these 
will bring complete relief.

Reveal Mosquitoes Carry 
2,000-Pound Bomb Load 


LONDON, March 2—(CP)—The 
400-m.p.h. — all-wood Mosquito 


fighter-bombers which keep the 


sirens whining and the bombs 
crashing in Germany between the 
big raids can carry a bomb load 
of 2,000 pounds, it was permitted 
to be disclosed today. 

On the basis of previously-an 
nounced statistics about bomb- 
loads, this is roughly two-thirds of 
the load of R.A.F.-R.C.A.F. and 
American heavy bombers on the 
average operation. 

The explosive cargo carried is 
in addition to four 20-millimetre 
cannon and four .303  machine- 
guns. This is double the weight 
for which the Mosquito originally 
was designed. It is made possible 
by 500-pound bomb racks under 
the wings. The racks can be re- 
placed quickly by long-range gas 
tanks to make the plane a straight 
fighter. 

The closet thing the Germans 
have to this is the Messerschmitt 
410, a recent development of the 
Messerschmitt 210 twin-engine 
fighter. The ME-410 is unofficially 
estimated to carry 2,000 pounds 
also, but it is believed to have 
neither the armament nor the 
speed of the Mosquito, which is 
advertised by its makers, the De 
Haviland Aircraft Co., as the fast- 
est plane in operation. 

Other details of the Mosquito 
remain secret,
